"by  Letter  Missive  dated  November  11,1?55,  the  churches  and  ministers  of  the  Hampshire 
Association  met  as  an  Ecclesiastical  Council  in  the  sancquary  of  the  above  church  at 
k.QQ  pm  onNovember  30,1958  to  review  the  proceedings  of  the  church  and  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  Reverend  Ernest  0.

17  churches  bein?  represented,  the  Moderator  declared  a  quorum  and  called  on 
the  Rev    Allyn  Wadleifeh  to  offer  the  constituting  prayer. 

In  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Ministerial  Standing,  the  Rev.  ArnoBl  Kenseth 
introduced  the  candidate  and  his  wife  and  called  on  him  to  present  his  credentials 
Which  were  as  follows:  a)  his  diploma  from  Boston  University  (3.D.)  dated  June  1955; 

b)  his  diploma  with  degree  of  3.D.  dated  May  195?  from  Union  Theological  Seminary; 

c)  his  certificate  of  ordination  by  the  Suffolk  South  Assn.  Mass.  issued  June  1,1958; 

d)  his  certificate  of  membership  in  the  Westhampton  Congl. Church,  dated  October  5,lv58 
having  been  received  from  the  West  Roxbury  Mass.  C0ngl.  Church. 

VOTED:  that  the  credentials  be  deemed  satisfactory. 

The  Church  Clerk,  Mrs.  Elgie  P.  Challet,  then  read  to  the  Council  the  letter 
from  the  church  extending  a  call  to  Rev.  E.O.  Geigis  to  become*  ita  pastor  &  teacheer 
dated  April  22,195?,  following  a  unanimous  vote  at  a  meeting  of  the  Church  on  April  21. 
She  also  read  Mr.  Geigis'  letter  of  acceptance,  dated  April  23,1952,  in  which  he  agreed 
to  the  terms  set  forth  by  the  Church.      The  orderly  call  of  the  Council  laving  been 
given  in  the  Letter  Missive,  it  was  VOTED:  that  these  records  be  accepted. 

The  candidate  then  read    a  paper  settling  forth  his  Christian  experience  in  a 
Congregational  home,  in  college  and  seminary,  where  the  conviction  that  he  could 
render  '-.is  best  service  in  the  Christian  ministry  grew  upon  him  steadil:  and  without 
rny  pressure,  as  a  personal  decision. 
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The  candidate  then  read  his  statement  of  faith  in  God  -  as  all  powerful,  Creator, 
Sustainer,  Redeemer;  in  Han  -  who  is  a  mixture  of  good  and  aril,  "born  a  potential 
simmer,  who  cannot  save  himself;     in  Chris  t-  as  truly  God  and  man;  the  means,  not 
the  source  of  redemption,  ar.d  through  1,Thoma  God  acted;      in  the  Chur ch-  visible  (in 
the  v;orld)  and  invisible  (hut  not  of  the  world),  which  exists  b^  mission  and  la 
mission  to  carry  forward  Ggd's  redemption  through  Christ;     in  the  Sacraments  - 
whose  validity  depends  not  on  the  qualifications  of  the  minister,  hut  on  the  faith 
of  the  communicants,  the  parents,  the  church;      in  Christian  Hope  beyond  the  grave; 
in  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  preset,  but  whose  complete  fulfillment  we  cannot  envisage; 
in  the  Bible  as  the  final  seat  of  authority,  the  record  of  revele.tion,  the  basic 
guide  for  the  Christian  life. 

following  tfee  reading  of  his  paper, the  candidate  was  questioned  at  length  by 
the  members  of  the  Council  who  oosed  hypothetical  situations  and  Questions  such  as 
confront  every  pastor,  as:  "tfas  Christ  more  than  a  good  man?";     "Why  do  good  people 
have  to  suffer  in  the  hands  of  a  loving,  just  God?M;     "A  man  can  be  a  good  Christian 
outside  the  church,  can  he  not?'y    "How  do  you  reconcile  God's  omniscience  (predesti- 
nation) with  the  concept  of  man's  free  will?";     "What  is  your  concept  of  Congrega- 
tional polity?";  "In  vie*  of  the  facts  (state*,)  can  ;  ou  convince  this  sufferer  that 
'All  things  work  together  for  good?'";      "What  do  you  consider  your  relationship  to 
the  community?    On  what  do  you  place  the  emphasis  in  your  pastoral  duties?" 

To  these  question?  the  candidate  respo  :ded  with  caution  and  humility,  recogniz- 
ing the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  faith  based  surely  on  reason;    but  manifesting  a 
willingness    to  be  guided  b:  God  as  each  situation  arose. 

VOTED:  that  the  examination  be  suspended  and  that  the  Council  be  by  itself. 

The  Council  being  by  itself,  it  was  MOVED:    that  the  examination  be  sustained 
and  that  the  Council  proceed  with  the  Church  to  install  the  Rev.  E.O.  Geigis. 

After  favorable  comments  by  Dr.  Albert  J.  Penner,  Dr.  Kenneth  D.  Beckwith,  and 
the  Rev.  Edward  H.  Dodge,  it  was    VOTED,  unanimously  that  the  examination  be  sustained. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  to  summon  the  candidate:  Rev.  Herbert 
Dixon,  Mr.  VTilliac*  Eiske,  Rev.  Jonathan  Albright. 

Plans  for  the  evening  service  of  installation  were  briefly  announced  by  the 
candidate.     It  was  then  VOTED:  that  the  Scribe  complete  the  minutes  and  mail  copies 
to  the  candiate,  the  church,  the  Congregational  Library,  the  State  Conference.

Project  hi  Excavation  and  Cement  „ork 

Excavate    the  area  as  designated  in  tvketcn  ,.-1  (  approximately  9'  by  H*) 
to  the  proper  depth  so  that  there  will  be    a  7  foot  ceiling  above  the  finished 
floor.    The    excavated  area  to    be    surrounded  by  an  S"  cement  wall.  The 
wall    to    be  waterproofed  on  the  outside    to  ground  level.

The  Challenge  to  the  Church 


n  York,  the  minster  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
magnificent  of  the  cathedrals  of  England.  A  church 
has  been  on  the  present  site  since  early  in  the  Sev- 
enth' Century.  In  the  Fourteenth  Century  a  bishop 
powered  by  glorious  vision  erected  over  the  South 
Transept  a  new  and  immense  one.  In  lines,  beauty 
and  permanence  it  was  something  with  which  the 
ages  would  have  to  contend,  for  when  the  old  and 
small  transept  below  was  removed,  there  was  ugly 
dichotomy  between  the  mighty  work  of  the  Bishop 
and  all  that  had  been  done  by  his  predecessors.  The 
sum  of  the  matter  is  that  he  left  for  his  successors, 
like  it  or  not,  the  challenge  to  build  the  remainder 
of  the  cathedral  in  the  same  proportions  and 
grandeur  as  the  South  Transept. 

When  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  the  women 
came  sorrowfully  to  the  tomb  they  discovered  that 
over  fear  and  faltering  low  hopes  God  had  in  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  raised  up  a  new  and  magnifi- 
cent transept  of  a  cathedral  of  life  and  truth.  In  pure 
lines  of  sublime  and  eternal  beauty  that  part  of 
God's  cathedral  of  reconciliation  was  built.  In  Easter 
God  placed  his  imprimatur  upon  Christ  as  the  word 
he  would  speak  to  man.  Easter  also  revealed  the 
sordid  dichotomy  between  God's  labor  and  all  that 
man  had  done,  and  it  set  the  Church,  like  it  or  not, 
the  challenge  to  continue  building  the  cathedral  on 
the  same  lines  and  of  the  same  Christ  redeeming 
truth.
